This  Report  is  the  tenth  covering 

the  enlarGQ^t  St.-^ustell  Urban  District  uhich  has  an  area  of  18,288  acre 
and  an  estimated  population  of  22,650  people, 

.X  full  report  covering  every  detail 
of  housing  and  other  v/ork  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
has  teen  prepared  by  MrrV/atts,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  necessary 
particulars  under  this  head  being  given  in  his  report  v/hich  is  appended 
hereto , 


Briefly  the  year  1943  passed  fairl^^ 
smoothly  without  undue  ill-health  or  any  abnormal  anxieties,  .xs  I 
emphasised  in  my  1942  ^a.nnual  Report  there-  is  still  one  point  that  I 
thinlc  the  Ministry  should  understand;  that  even  in  writing  of  1943  _ 
there  is  still  an  absence  of  adeo^uate  housing  accommodation  but  I  hope 
that  in  writing  my  next  report  it  will  be  possible  for  me  to  report  the 
re-commencemont  of  our  new  housing  schemes. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year 

are  of  interest.  The  death  rate  is  lower  than  last  year  lut  is  higher 
than  for  England  and  Wales*  The  Birth  rate  has  risen  slightl^^  during 
1943,  The  number  of  infectious  disease  oases  notified  viz:  277  shows 
an  increase  on  the  previous  year  but  this  figure  includes  measles  and 
v/hooping  cough  which  were  147  and  74  respectively. 

Diphtheria  imraunisation  has  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  374  children  under  15  years  of  age  received  the 
necessary  treatment. 


The  St .Austell  and  Vfadebridge  Uoint 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Trelawney  dealt  with  a  few  infectious  disease 
cases  lief  ore  the  31st  March  when  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  premises  as  an  Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  Particulars

The  Death  Rate  for  1943  is  13.64  per  thousand  of  population. 
This  is  a  decrease  on  the  previous  3^ear  when  the  rate  was  13.79  per 
thousand  but  it  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  v^hicii  for 
1943  is  12.1  per  thousand. 

Mirths . 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1943  is  14.21  this  figure  bein.g  sli-j^htly 
higher  tlian  the  previous  year  but  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
■'.■l.les  viz:  16.5  per  thousand.  total  of  311  live  births  were 

registered  during  the  year  172  males  and  139  females.  A  total  of 
15  of  these  births  v/ere  illegitimate  viz:  6  males  and  9  females. 

Jgif  a  nt  i  le^  ^  Mortality'. 

There  were  10  deaths  of  infants  under  1  3^ear  of 
age,  5  males  and  5  females  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of 
31.05  per' thousand  registered  iirths  and  32.15  per  thousand  live 
births,  these  rates  being  considerably  lower  than  for  the  past  year 
viz:  42.37  per  thousand  and  44,11  per  thousand  respectively.

Scarlet^  Fey  or. 

Fifteen  oases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occured  during 
the  3^ear  as  against  a  total  of  6  notified  during  1942.  Twelve 
cases  being  of  the  mild  t^/pe  were  nuxsed  at  home  hut  the  other 
three  v^ere  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  There  ware  no 
deaths  from  this  disease. 


jDijyhtJaejca^^ 

011137  9  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  1943 
as  against  51  last  s^ear.  All  9  oases  which  were  of  the  severe 
t:/pe  were  removed  to  an  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  hut  there  were 
no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

During  under  review  230  children  under 

5  37ears  of  age  and  144  hetvTeen  the  ages  of  5  and  15  v/ere  inoculated 
while  previously  I  estimate  that  63.25$7o  of  those  under  5  37ears  of 
age  and  of  those  between  5  and  15  years  of  age  have  been 

inoculated. 

No  actual  figures  are  availalile  os  to  the  numbers 
treated  before  coming  to  this  area  from  elsevT’here  so  that  I  think 
it  ma37  lie  assumed  that  the  actual  percentage  of  the  present  child 
population  v^ho  have  been  immunised  is  higher  than  the  figure 
stated . 

In  addition  to  these  children  a  i  fair  number  of 
adults  have  been  irmiiunised. 


Tuberculo  sis . 

There  were  22  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during 
1943,  1C  Pulmonary  and  6  non~pulmonar37;  this  being  a  decrease  of 
7  on  the  previous  37ear.  There  were  11  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
of  v;hioh  6  were  males  and  5  females.  The  average  age  at  death 
of  males  vras  32  and  of  females  16  370ars  as  compared  vrith  last 
3/ear  v/hen  the  ages  were  47  and  29  respect ivel 37, 

Outpatient  treatment  of  tulierculous  patients  is  carried 
out  at  the  local  centre  established  by  the  Count37  Council  while 
cases  requiring  sanatoriim  treatment  are  sent  to  the  Count37 
Sanatorium  at  Tehid37,  Camborne. 

Public  Health  (Prevent  i_qn  of  Tube  rculo  si  s )  Regs  19 25-30 . 

was  necessar37  under  the  provisions  of  those  Eegulations  in  order 
to  exclude  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  eiiiplo37ed 
in  the  milk  trade.

During  1943  a  full  supply  of  water  was  maintained 
throughout  the  area  covered  by  the  Council’s  v^rater  undertaking. 

further  addition  to  the  Council’s  water  nescurces  was  made 
available,  with  Ministry  of  Health  approval,  by  the  provision  of 
a  main  from  Lantern  Pit,  Rescorla, 

A  Scheme  for  the  extension  of  piped-  supplies  to 
the  villages  of  Porthpean  and  Ruddlemoor  v/ere  prepared. 

The  v/eekly  sampling  for  bacteriological 
examination  of  vrater  services  and  main  supplies  was  continued  as 
in  previous  years  and  a  high  standard  of  bacterial  purity  has  been 
maintained.  Chlorination  of  all  the  principal  sources  was 

continued  despite  difficulties  which  arose  at  times  due  to  retarded 
delivery  of  sodium  hypochlorite  owing  to  railv;ay  congestion.

No  change  took  place  during  the  year  in  the 
systems  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,

The  refuse  collection  service  has  been

SiiNITARY  INSPECTORS^  AITNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEiiR.  1945 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  St  •Austell  U.D*C* 

Mr. Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  liave  the  honour  to  present  my 

sixth  Annual  Report  covering  the  year  ended  the  31st  December  1943. 

During  the  year  as  in  the  year 

1942,  the  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Department  owing  to 
existing  conditions  of  the  national  emergency  were  in  the  main 
carried  out  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  other  law  pertaining 
to  matters  of  public  health  for  the  investigation  of  housing  and 
general  complaints  and  the  control  of  various  premises  used  as 
Factories,  Dairies  &  COY^sheds  etc.  and  v/here  infectious  diseases 
occur.  Housing  and  slum  clearance  had  to  be  left  in  abeyance. 

Thus  a  total  cf  4108  visits  Y/ere  paid  in  carrying  out  the  yearns 
work  including  those  visits  paid  to  premises  used  for  accommodating 
evacuees  and  refugees  from  blitzed  areas  to  this  urban  area. 

Meat  and  Food  inspection  continued 
to  rank  largely  in  the  work  of  tl^e  Public  Health  Department  during 
the  year  as  under  the  Ministry  of  Food  Control  Scheme,  by  mutual 
arrangement  Y/ith  the  Ministry  of  Health,  all  food  suggested  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption  must  be  inspected  by  the  Local 
Authority's  qualified  Food  Inspectors  and  the  necessary  Official  ’ 
Condemnation  Certificate  issued.  Since  February  of  this  year  all 
meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Slaughtering  Establishment 
situated  at  Tregonissey  Road,  St  .Austell. 

Drainage  works  continued  to  claim  mu 
attention  consequent  upon  the  large  number  of  complaints  received 
throughout  the  year  v/hich  resulted  in  a  large  number  of  dwellings 
and  other  premises  having  to  no  completely  re-drained  and  a  still 
la  rger  number  of  V/ater  Closets  etc.  found  necessary  to  lio 
reconstructed  as  is  shown  in  Table  1  on  Pago  9. 

The  principal  items  of  the  Report 
aie  sot  out  in  classified  order  as  follows 


1.  SLIII  CLEARziNCE. 

By  Circular  1666  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  1939  all  housing  Schemes  and  Programmes  v^rerc  cancelled  during;  the 
present  emergoncry. 

It  is  again  to  bo  noted  v/ith  alarm  the  nuiaber 
of  houses  urgently  required  v/ithin  the  urban  area  to  house  the 
number  of  genuine  applicants  for  house  accommodation  that  are 
continually  calling  at  the  Council  Offices  pleading  for  suitable 
and  su:gficient  accommodation  in  which  to  decently  house  their  young 
groY/ing  families  so  as  to  relievo  such  families  of  the  present  slum 
and  overcroY/ded  conditions^ 


2.  HOUSING  -  RECONDITIOHING. 

Ov/ing  to  such  enforced  restrictions 
on  housing  inspection  and  other  vwir-timo  restrictions  appertaining 
to  housing  reconditioning  the  state  of  disrepair  of  the  vrorking- class 
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typo  of  dwGllins  in  tho  aroa  is  to  te  rogrettod  and  it  is  to 
bo  hoped  that  in  the  not  distant  future  conditions  of  central 
control  of  building  operations  of  all  types  will  be  relieved  to 
such  an  extent  for  securing  better  and  more  fluid  state  of  building 
material  and  labour  so  that  property  ovmers  can  more  reasonably 
have  building  repairs  carried  out  to  their  respective  property* 

In  October  1943,  the  Ministry  of  Health  Housing 
Circular  2871  brought  in  a  '’G-eneral  Scheme  for  the  Repair  of

a  major  task  and  the  number  of  animal  carcases  inspected  viz:

Throe  of  the  private  slaughterhouses 
requisitioned  by  tho  Ministry  of  Eood  in  January  1940  for  the 
slaughter  of  animal  carcases  for  human  food  'were  discontinued  for 
use  durin^i  the  year  and  since  Eebruary  1943  all  controlled 
slaughtering  has  been  concentrated  at  the  slaughterhouse  situate 
at  Tregonissey  Road  which  premises  have  been  groatly  extended 
including  the  provision  of  an  extra  slaughter  hall  and  extended 
hanging  room,  Xi  new  condemned  m.eat  chamber  and  extra  lairage 
accommodation.  The  approaches  and  yard  enclosure  has  been  totally 
paved,  thus  conforming  these  premises  to  the  first  principles  to 
a  public  abattoir. 

This  slaughtering  establislmient  is  used 
for  the  slaughter  of  all  animals  sent  from  the  various  Markets  etc. 
for  consumption  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  St  .Austell  Urban  and  Rural 
areas  also  of  Eow’ey  Borough  as  'vvell  as  a  not  insignificant  number 
of  animals  slaughtered  for  transport  to  other  Local  Authority's 
areas  including  Plymouth.  Therefore  this  very  important  work 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  major  responsibilities  of  your  Council 
in  safeguarding  the  public  health  through  the  services  of  your 
Meat  Inspectors  by  an  lOO'L  inspection  of  all  animal  carcases 
slau^tored.  Thus  your- Inspectors  have  of  necessity  still  to 
work  long  and  extended  hours  during  evenings  and  v/eok-ends 
throughout  the  year  in  the  perfouaanco  of  these  most  urgent  and 
professional  duties.
